Thus the nrnv.ble properties on the 
Lo band and the standing crops on the other were damaged over a large 

part of the Territory canning great hardship to a considerable section 

of the population* 

Sadar, Kliowai, Dharuian.g.r, K.ilasahar, Kmnalpnr, Sonaiiinra, 
Belonia and Udaipnr siib.dirisious were alTectod cither y rung t or 
by Hoods or by both in snccesaion.
